1, The Zbrojovka Brno Chemical and Armament Factory at Bojkovice 
(P50/T39) is located on a 1,000 x 800 meter area in Hiily, wooded 


surroundings which afford good camouflage for the buildings. The 
factory was established by a certa‘n V. Kyser before World War If 
and during the war it produced iiares, hand grenades, anti-=- 

troop contact mines and detonators. At othe end of the war the 
entire factory was still intact with the exception of the under<~ 
ground stores, which were destroyed. In 1946 proénetion on a 
peacetime. basis was begun, and the factory turned out flares 

and radio and phonograph parts. However, in 1948 a return to the 
production of wartime goods was effected, and to the aforementioned
